His arrest reportedly 
stems from two separate 
robberies, in which he knew 
both of his victims, who 
were able to identify him by 
name. 

On March 24, a 23-year- 
old man was reportedly 
attacked at an apartment 
complex on Countryside 
Drive about 2:30 a.m. 

“The victim stated that he 
was lured out there to that 
area,” Bardstown Police 
Detective Lynn Davis said. 
The victim had allegedly 
been called on the phone by 
“a female that the victim and 
the violator both knew.”

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EDITORIAL 

St Vincent is 
still around 
to help those 
in need 

St. Vincent de Paul didn’t leave, it just moved 
about two blocks to the right and one block 
back. 

On Monday, the mission store, one of Nelson 
County’s most established, opened in its newest 
location in the Old Rizer Building on the corner 
of North Second Street and East Broadway 
Avenue. The Archdiocese of Louisvihe pur¬ 
chased the building in January to serve as the 
new home for the mission store and food pantry. 
It was a deal more than a year in the planning 
stages. 

The store was founded in 1992 to provide 
food, clothing and furniture to those in need. 
Since it first opened it had been renting space in 
the Knights of Columbus building at 114 N. 
Fourth St. But in its 20-year time it outgrew the 
space and began looking for some place a little 
larger to be able to expand its food pantry and 
clothing center. 

The old location was roughly 3,500 square 
feet, while the new location gives the mission 
store about 5,000 square feet in which to oper¬ 
ate. As the economy still wavers on the brink of 
bouncing back, its mission stores such as St. 
Vincent de Paul that keep people on their feet. 
On a three-month basis, the store estimates it 
gives out 1,130 boxes of food that serves about 
3,500 people. The organization also provides 
financial help to about 50 people each month. 

While new guidelines have changed the way 
St. Vincent distributes food, it still has the same 
mission of helping those in need. The new 
guidelines mean St. Vincent is no longer receiv¬ 
ing U.S. Department of Agriculture food. The 
food is now being distributed monthly at the 
Nelson County Fairgrounds as part of the Feed¬ 
ing America program. Those wishing to learn 
about the new guidelines or about the food dis¬ 
tribution can call St. Vincent de Paul Mission 
Store at 348-9752. 

Though those guidelines have changed St. 
Vincent’s food distribution ability somewhat, the 
mission store still accepts food from local 
organizations and churches looking to help 
those in need. The store also accepts donations 
of clothing and furniture for distribution purpos¬ 
es as well. 

With a larger location, there is hope that St. 
Vincent will be able to provide more of a help¬ 
ing hand to those who need it most and expand 
some of its already successful programs. And 
future hopes are to one day provide a soup 
kitchen out of St. Vincent as well. 

As we congratulate St. Vincent on its new 
location, we encourage the public to find ways 
to keep donations coming to the mission store. 
It’s through the generosity of others that the 
store has been able to remain open and help oth¬ 
ers these past two decades. 

Though the store as moved, it’s phone number 
remains the same. The store can be reached at 
348-9752. It’s normal business hours are 8:30 
a.m.-4 p.m. Monday through Friday, but the 
store will be closed this Friday for Good Friday.

Don't ignore the symbolism 


I never wanted to fall 
victim to “The Hunger 
Games” hype. I tried to stay 
away as long as I could. 

Ultimately, I caved in and 
bought the first book in the 
series and read it in three days. 

In my opinion, the hype 
surrounding “The Hunger 
Games” didn’t let me down. It 
was a fantastic read and it kept 
me glued from page to page. 

The book features almost 
every theme in fiction: vio¬ 
lence, suspense, drama, 
romance and a bit of comedy. 
During one section of it, the 
carnage is something that I’ve 
never read about before — so 
it shocked me that the book 
series is marketed toward 
teenagers 13 and older. 

“The Hunger Games” is set 
in a futuristic post-apocalyptic 
world where North America is 
broken into 13 districts and 
the city that runs all of them 
— The Capitol. All of the dis¬ 
tricts failed rebelling against 
The Capitol, so as punishment 
they chose one girl and one 
boy, aka tributes, from each 
district to compete in “The 
Hunger Games,” where they 
have to fight to the death until 
one of them is left standing. 

The story is told through 
the eyes of 16-year-old 
Katniss Everdeen, who volun¬ 
teers for the games in place of 
her younger sister. Primrose. 
Everdeen is a strong teenager, 
who has to step in as the 
breadwinner for her family 
when her father is killed in a

coal mining accident. 

Throughout the “games” 
section, the reader is inter¬ 
twined with Everdeen’s 
do-whatever-it-takes form of 
survival mode. You root for 
her when she’s failing and 
cheer her on when she’s suc¬ 
ceeding. You start to 
understand her motives and 
her reasoning to show the 
people at The Capitol that 
what they’re doing is wrong. 

As I sat reading the book 
till the wee hours of the 
morning, I couldn’t help but 
wonder how I would react if I 
had a 13-year-old child 
reading this book. They 
wouldn’t understand the 
meaning behind most of the 
storylines. I could see them 
frightened by the violence. 

Eor example, large wasps 
attack many tributes — 
leaving some to go insane 
from the poison in them. In 
another instance, mutant mutt 


dogs are released into the 
arena and prey on the re¬ 
maining fighters. 

Another example is of 
players fighting each other 
over supplies to survive. 

Of course, it wouldn’t be a 
teen novel without the ad¬ 
dition of a romance sub-plot 
between Everdeen and Peeta 
Mellark, who was the boy 
chosen from her district. 

But what the reader learns 
is that Everdeen’s choices are 
propelled by the fact she 
wants to win, at any cost. 

In a sense, these kids are 
placed in a reality show where 
everyone is watching them kill 
each other — for enter¬ 
tainment. 

On the outside, those plot 
concepts seem like something 
straight out of a novel in the 
fiction section. But in reality, 
it’s marketed toward young 
adults. 

When I was a teenager, the 
movies, TV and books aimed 
for us didn’t feature such adult 
storylines. Nothing featured 
high amounts of violence; 
many of the shows I re¬ 
member were about teens 
going through life’s struggles. 

If I was 13 and began 
reading “The Hunger Games,” 
I wouldn’t understand the 
symbolism of the totalitarian 
government, how Everdeen 
has to watch what she says in 
fear of what the Capitol may 
hear, how the games are seen 
as entertainment to some and 
most of all, how The Capitol 


uses the games to prove it’s in 
control and there’s nothing 
anybody can do about it. 

Where’s the fun loving teen 
programming from the 1990’s 
such as “Clarissa Explains It 
All,” “All That,” and “Hey 
Arnold.” Those shows were 
able to address teen issues 
without taking it too far. Never 
once, did I feel scared by what 
was shown. 

As the years passed, I was 
able to watch more adult pro¬ 
gramming. I learned how to 
separate fiction from reality, 
which actually reminds me of 
the “Twilight” series when it 
became huge. 

There were stories of 
people believing they were 
real vampires and actually 
created fangs to bite other 
people. 

As of now, I have yet to see 
anyone mimic anything from 
“The Hunger Games,” al¬ 
though both book series have 
done something many fran¬ 
chises couldn’t do in the past 
— promote reading. I’m not a 
person who reads books a lot, 
because I have a bad habit of 
beginning a book but never 
finishing it. 

But “The Hunger Games” 
became something different 
for me. It pulled me in from 
the get-go, tugged at my heart¬ 
strings and shocked me at 
times. The book is definitely 
not for the faint of heart, and 
most of all, not for young 
kids.

So, how many friends did 
you lose in the last week? The 
basketball wars always leave 
some casualties especially 
when our two powerhouses 
get together to battle it out.

Not trying to 
sit on the fence, I genuinely 
like both teams and remember 
well going to Ereedom Hall as 
a kid seeing Wes Unseld and 
Butch Beard play and a few 
years later getting tickets to 
see Dan Issel and Mike Pratt 
in action. One memory seared 
forever in my brain will 
always be standing near the 
floor and watching Adolph 
Rupp walk within a few feet 
of me. I was hooked at a 
young age. 

While it is always great to 
see the enthusiasm the state 
has for its basketball (the ex¬ 
citement these past 10 days 
has been overwhelming), the 
most amusing part of 
watching everyone trash talk 
is the reason why. Louisville 
fans are saying that Kentucky 
fans are obnoxious, arrogant 
and need to be brought down 
to size. The only problem is 
Kentucky fans are saying the 
exact same thing about the 
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Cardinal nation. 

Kentucky has had its share 
of problems through the years 
since Daniel Boone and the 
Cherokee and Shawnee na¬ 
tions were making headlines 
and basketball was yet to be 
bom. Kentucky has had its 
share of people to honor. Pres¬ 
idents, Vice Presidents, 
business leaders, sports icons, 
many of whom were either 
bom in the state or came and 
stayed a while, but not until 
the Baron and basketball came 
on the scene in the middle of 
the last century did the state 
have any major claim for at¬ 
tention on the world stage. 
Eirst it was the Derby, later 


Bourbon began its rise in 
prominence and last, but cer¬ 
tainly not least. Basketball. 
The Kentucky Speedway 
hopes to join this elite group 
with NASCAR, but it takes 
time to build a tradition that 
could rival the other three 
staples of the bluegrass. 

Basketball means much 
more to many people other 
than being just a sport. Some 
measure time by what year a 
certain team won the NCAA 
tournament, what year a 
certain player played, which 
local teams went to the state 
tournament. Mention St. Joe 
Prep and almost certainly 
someone will tell you a story 
about one of his sports teams. 

I served as chairman of the 
school board several years ago 
and the only way I can re¬ 
member when is because that 
was the year Nelson County 
won the state football champi¬ 
onship. We don’t talk too 
much about football these 
days, only to say wait till next 
year. 

I can still remember exactly 
where I was when Kentucky 
won it all in 1978 and time 
stood still in 1980 when 
Louisville brought the trophy 
home. The round ball sport 
has endured some good times 


and some not so good. 

Charges of racism crept in 
during the turbulent ’60s as 
Kentucky — part of the 
Southeastern Conference— 
was caught behind the times 
as other schools integrated and 
the southern schools resisted. 
Games were cancelled and 
schedules were adjusted just 
to make sure that different 
races were not playing in 
certain buildings. Kentucky 
was no exception; it took a 
few years before Coach Rupp 
and his team welcomed their 
first black player in 1969. 
Kentucky was even high¬ 
lighted in the film “Glory 
Road” as an all black team 
from Texas Western beat them 
in the title game in 1966. 
While Coach Rupp wasn’t tar¬ 
geted as racist, Kentucky fans 
were. We’ve come a long way. 

So I hope there were no 
real fights or feuds that can’t 
be mended from this past 
week and no divorces or 
breakups, but I am quite sure 
there were a few. We take bas¬ 
ketball very seriously in our 
state, probably too much so, 
but it is who we are. Practice 
for next year begins in Sep¬ 
tember.

The 
bill embodies what is 
wrong with politics today. 
Legislators trying to hne 
their own pockets and the 
pockets of their families 
through their elected posi¬ 
tion. Whatever happened 
to running for pohtical 
office to represent the peo¬ 
ple as a whole and for the 
betterment of society as a 
whole instead of the better¬ 
ment of a few? This is why 
we need term limits for all 
the legislators in Frankfort, 
Washington and perhaps 
even local government. 

Please call your legisla¬ 
tor and tell them to vote 
against the amendment to 
HB 510 and to enact term 
limits.

» GENERAL ASSEMBLY 

General Assembly session is almost over 


FRANKFORT — By the 
time you read this, the 2012 
General Assembly will be 
one day away from con¬ 
cluding. We have completed 
59 days of the 60 day session, 
the last day, April 12, is re¬ 
served for considering any 
Governor’s vetoes, if any. 

By far, working on the 
state’s two-year budget was 
the most pressing issue this 
week. After several late 
nights, we reached consensus 
on the $19.4 billion budget 
with the House negotiators a 
little before 3 a.m. on 
Thursday. It was a hard- 
fought point but for the first 
time in recent memory, Ken¬ 
tucky will not bond for 
current expenses. The Senate 
insisted on minimizing using 
one-time resources for re¬ 
curring operating costs. We 
are prepared for any road. If 
the economy improves, the 
state is prepared to reach that 
better day quicker. If our rev- 
enues suffer, Kentucky’s 
landing will be cushioned. 

We need to keep our belts 
tightened regardless of the 
pressures. There are many 
good and worthwhile pro¬ 
grams out there but the fact is 
we simply cannot afford it; 
we do not have the dollars. 
So, we did the best we could 
and made the same sorts of 
decisions occurring around 
kitchen tables throughout the 
commonwealth. This final 
budget includes those un¬ 
avoidable 8.4 percent 
reductions for most state 
agencies that the Governor 
recommended, with exemp¬ 
tions for critical areas such as 
Medicaid and Corrections. 
State universities would see a 
6.4 percent reduction, and K- 
12 schools would receive full 
base-line funding. State em¬ 
ployees will not receive

raises. The Governor is re¬ 
quired to find $40 million a 
year in efficiencies. We also 
significantly reduced the 
state’s structural imbalance to 
under $200 million. The final 
budget contains less debt 
than either the Governor or 
the House proposed and 
more money in the Rainy 
Day Fund. The state’s six- 
year road plan which includes 
$3.7 billion during the next 
biennium for the repair and 
maintenance of Kentucky’s 
roads is still being considered 
in a conference committee. 

We also want to continue 
preparing Kentucky for a 
stronger, more prosperous 
future. House Bill 495 pro¬ 
vides a solution for paying 
the interest to the Federal 
Government on Kentucky’s 
unemployment insurance 
loan of $960 million and 
putting our fund on a sus¬ 
tainable path. In order to 
repay the loan, the House 
proposed a $21 per employee 
annual surcharge to prevent a 
$400 per employee Federal 
penalty. The Senate added 
language that provides our 
businesses an unemployment 
insurance tax decrease to 
help recover the costs. Once 
the debt is repaid and the 
trust fund is more than $200 
million, state tax increases in 


current law will be deferred 
to enable our businesses to do 
what they do best — create 
jobs. 

House Bill 300 changes 
the make-up of the board of 
the Kentucky state employee 
retirement system by placing 
term limits on the board and 
staggering the terms of the 
board members, requiring in¬ 
vestment placement agents to 
register as executive branch 
lobbyists and requiring a state 
audit every five years. This 
will add transparency and ac¬ 
countability to the process.

in its sixth week, is likely to 
wrap up Wednesday or 
Thursday, Lemieux told 
Eiscal Court. 

Watts said anyone with 
bulky items can still bring 
them to the landfill next 
week. 

The amount of metal col¬ 
lected has been down for 
several years, attributed to 
the sharp rise in scrap metal 
prices, which were around 
$10 a ton in 1995, when 
bulky item pickup started, 
and are now about $250 a 
ton, according to Lemieux. 

“We haven’t got metal for 
probably four or five years 
to amount to anything,” he 
said. 

Lemieux and magistrates 
agreed the drop in metal was 
a good thing because more 
items were being recycled 
and because it saves space in 
the landfill. 

An estimated 5,760 tires 
had been collected by the 
end of the fifth week, com¬ 
pared to 4,003 in 2011, 
6,098 in 2010 and 2,436 in 

2009, according to a report 
from Spalding. 

About 817.05 tons had 
been collected compared to 
825.3 in 2011 and 620.88 in 

2010. An estimated 4,435 
cubic yards had been col¬ 
lected compared to 4,213.5 
in 2011 and 3,229.11 in 
2010 . 

District 1 Magistrate 
Keith Metcalfe asked if 
there was any way to make it 
more clear to residents that 
more than eight tires will not 
be collected from one place 
— a rule implemented this 
year. 

“We could also change 
the ordinance that would say 
if we pick up more than 
eight we’ll bill you back for 
it,” Watts suggested. 

But District 5 Magistrate 
Jerry Hahn protested that 
wasn’t fair to those residents 
who had tires dropped off on 


their property without their 
permission. 

Inmate community 
service worker 
population down 

The number of Nelson 
County Jail inmates eligible 
to perform such work as 
mowing grass and picking 
up trash has gone down in 
the last approximately 30 
days. 

“When they’re on bonds 
you can’t put them out to 
work,” Nelson County Jailer 
Dorcas Eigg explained. 

Watts said the county 
would monitor the situation 
for the next 60 days before 
looking at alternative 
approaches to getting the 
work done. 

“Our [jail] population is 
down a little bit, but more 
importantly, we’re lacking 
community service work¬ 
ers,” he said. “If we can get 
that jail population down to 
50 or 75 that’s a good thing. 
Then we can pay people to 
get this work done.” 

In other news: 

• Nelson County EMS 
ambulance station two in 
Bloomfield has moved from 
120 Eairfield Road to 113 
Pleasant View Road. 

• Nelson County EMS 
received a newly purchased 
1999 ambulance last week, 
and will pick up another 
ambulance after the vendor 
removes the decals. 

• A 70-foot bridge on 
Mobley Mill Road that 
dropped to a 7-ton rating 
within the last six months 
will hkely be restored to its 
12-ton rating after 4 inches 
of asphalt were milled from 
the bridge, taking 30 tons off 
its weight, according to 
Lemieux. “Seven tons is not 
heavy enough for a school 


bus,” he said. 

The concrete surface of 
the bridge remains rough. It 
is on the state’s Six-Year 
Bridge Plan, which means it 
may take six years or longer 
to see any repairs. It would 
cost about $250,000 to 
replace the bridge, said 
Lemieux, who added the 
bridge was designed with I- 
beams that were too small in 
1972. 

• The court approved the 
purchase of two sets of 
doors for the entrance to the 
extension office and civic 
center at a cost of $8,555 
each. They will replace old 
wooden doors prone to 
swelling, will be better insu¬ 
lated and will feature key 
pads. District 2 Magistrate 
Sam Hutchins said. 

• Hutchins asked whether 
there was an ordinance per¬ 
taining to golf cart use on 
county roads and in such 
subdivisions as Maywood 
and Woodlawn Springs. A 
golf cart driven by kids hit a 
vehicle in Maywood 
Sunday, he said. Nelson 
County EMS Director Joe 
Prewitt said EMS was not 
dispatched to that incident. 

• Sign-up for roadside 
cleanup begins April 10, 
with cleanup taking place 
April 15-30. 

• A second reading of a 
request to rezone 10.06 
acres on Plum Run Road 
from A-1 agricultural to R- 
lA residential was 
approved. 

• A second reading on a 
budget amendment was 
approved. 

• The appointment of 
David Hall to the Spalding 
Hall Board of Directors was 
approved.

A new conditional use 
permit is required to operate 
a bed and breakfast at 
Shadow Lawn because 
C.U.Rs are issued to the 
property owner, not the 
property, Joint City-County 
Planning Commission 
Director Janet Johnston- 
Crowe explained. 

Barton Beach, Willis’ 
brother-in-law, represented 
the trust at Monday night’s 
meeting, and by several 
accounts may have been the 
only person to speak in favor 
of the proposal for an event 
facihty. 

“When Chuck was hving 
here, he loved to have people 
come into his house,” Beach 
said. The proposed event 
facility would be “a place for 
corporate business meet¬ 
ings, small parties, cocktail 
parties, small weddings, 
receptions.” 

Of those who attended the 
meeting, many live on West 
Flaget or North Fourth 
Street, but others hving in 
the Historic District 
expressed concern about 
what precedent the C.U.P. 
might set, Johnston-Crowe 
said. 

Don Parrish, who lives at 
205 W. Flaget Ave. and 
spoke at Monday’s meeting, 
told The Kentucky Standard 
on Tuesday that he had been 
worried the event facility 
would take up parking on 
the street. 

“For example, if there was 
a party going on there and a 
large number of people 
shows up, they’re going to 
take all the parking spots on 
the street, which then takes 
some of the spots from the 
people that live there,” 
Parrish said. 

“The real issue is parking, 
and because of the codes and 
the rules you have to have 
public parking within 500 
feet of the house,” Beach 


acknowledged in a conversa¬ 
tion with The Standard 
Tuesday. “There’s a pubhc 
parking lot that’s 540 feet 
from the house but we all 
know that if I’m coming to a 
party and there’s a parking 
place in front of the house. 
I’m going to park there.” 

However, Beach said 
Tuesday that although 
rumors reportedly spread 
that he was considering 
opening the venue to as 
many as 400 people, it was 
not Ids intention to open up 
the house to more than 35 
people at one time. 

Parrish said he was wor¬ 
ried even if Beach did set a 
maximum number of peo¬ 
ple, a manager in charge of 
the venue might not follow 
that rule. Beach lives in 
California, and said he 
would hire someone else to 
manage the property. 

Until Monday, Anne 
Ballard had been selected to 
take on that position. 
According to Beach, Ballard 
and at least one other com¬ 
munity member brought the 
idea forward last year, at 
which time Ballard worked 
part-time for the Nelson 
County Economic 

Development Agency. Now, 
Ballard is main street man¬ 
ager, a tourism position. 

“There were several peo¬ 
ple that saw it as a conflict of 
interest. I can’t argue with 
that because I agree,” Beach 
said, explaining that Ballard 
stepped down from the posi¬ 
tion Monday before the 
meeting. Ballard could not 
be reached for comment by 
press time. 

NCEDA Director Kim 
Huston said the idea did not 
originate with her agency, 
but started when local 
tourism agencies housed 
travel writers there during 
the 2011 Bourbon Eestival. 

“We just reahzed it was a 
shame that such a beautiful 
home that had once been 
used as a bed and breakfast 
wasn’t able to be used 
again,” Huston said. 

Another issue for some 


neighbors was the use or 
sale of alcohol on the prem¬ 
ises. According to Beach, 
many people appeared to 
believe he would sell alcohol 
by the drink at Shadow 
Lawn. 

“It was never an intent on 
our part that we would have 
any events where alcohol 
was being sold, so that was a 
misconception,” Beach said. 
Though alcohol would be 
available at many events. 
Beach said it would be pro¬ 
vided by caterers and not 
sold to guests in a bar-hke 
setting. 

As for the potential for 
loud noise or music. Beach 
said in a letter sent to neigh¬ 
bors before the meeting that 
there would be no loud 
entertainment or bands. 

“The target population 
that we were going for is 
people that were more 
mature adults, responsible, 
[who] would appreciate the 
significance of this old 
house and enjoy it, because 
that’s what Chuck did. He 
loved sharing this old 
house,” Beach told The 
Standard. 

Another rumor that Beach 
meant to apply for a busi¬ 
ness zoning for the house 
was unfounded. Beach said. 

However, Parrish said the 
neighborhood is already 
heavily impacted during the 
Bourbon Eestival, when the 
street is closed and often lit¬ 


tered with trash by atten¬ 
dees. He said he didn’t like 
the idea of making a similar 
situation into a more regular 
occurrence. 

“It is a commercial ven¬ 
ture in a residential neigh¬ 
borhood,” Parrish said. 
“That’s really the big issue. 
It amounts to the same thing 
as spot zoning.” 

The request was denied 
by the HRB on the grounds 
it was an unreasonable use 
of the premises, unreason¬ 
ably abridged the intent of 
the zoning regulations and 
was detrimental to neighbor¬ 
ing premises, Johnston- 
Crowe said. 

The BOA looks at differ¬ 
ent criteria, including a man¬ 
date for on-site parking for 
such ventures, according to 
Johnston-Crowe. 

Beach said he understood 
the concerns of his neigh¬ 
bors. 

“I thought last night’s 
meeting went very well. I 
didn’t get what I wanted, but 
I live in a house in Santa 
Anna, Calif., that is on the 
historic registry,” he said, “so 
I understand very well the 
passion that my neighbors 
have for keeping the historic 
district the way it is.” 

Beach said he would 
move forward with utihzing 
the house as a bed and 
breakfast if the Board of 
Adjustment approved that 
request Tuesday evening.

unstoppable 

I fell asleep during 
Monday’s game. 

Hear me out — I have a 
legitimate excuse. 

In addition to Monday 
being the bloom of champi¬ 
onship No. 8 for Kentucky, it 
apparently also was the 
bloom of something else so 
powerful that a horse dosage 
of allergy meds was required. 

And so, whether I wanted 
to or not, hke a lot of fans 
who celebrated too much my 
memories of the game will 
be through a foggy lens. 

I made it until halftime, by 
which time it appeared a 
blowout of Kansas was likely. 
Then, I did my best imitation 
of my father, who never met 
an easy chair he couldn’t fall 
asleep in. After that I drifted 
in and out, usually being 
lucid long enough to see a 
fast break dunk or one of 
many Anthony Davis blocks 
or rebounds. 

Ho hum, nothing to see 
here. Nothing but a great 
team doing what it has done 
all season long, and that’s 
play an outstanding brand of 
ball at such a high level it 
made the spectacular seem 
mundane, almost par for the 
course.

Locals compete at 
NAIA Nationals

OUTDOOR TALES 

Morel mushrooms are tasty and fun to hunt 


It seems most everything is off sched¬ 
ule or ahead of schedule this spring with 
the warm weather. That includes morel 
mushrooms, which people have been 
finding several weeks earlier than usual. 

Veteran shroomers (mushroom 
hunters) were finding the yellow morels 
in March even before the small black 
morels normally begin to peek through 
the leaves of the south side of wooded 
hills. 

Prime morel time normally depends on 
weather and where you are located. In 
Central Kentucky, I’ve found morels 
(rarely) as early as the end of March, but 
the best picking usually comes about the 
middle of April. This year, the peak hunting may be over 
by mid-month. 

In this area, the top picking usually is the last week of 
April through the first week in May. 

Some morel enthusiasts then head north into Michigan 
for more picking. Some areas in Michigan are well-known 
for their fabulous wild mushroom crops. 

There are several types of morels and the earliest to 
appear are called by a variety of names, including “hicko¬ 
ry chickens.” They must have at least a dozen other local 
names. 

Deep, heavily wooded areas are the place I usually find 
the blacks. I normally find the first blacks on the south or 
southeastern side of hills where the early spring sun 
strikes first. 

The blacks are followed (and overlapped) with the long 


stem variety, then the white morels and the 
big yellow sponges. There usually is three 
weeks or so of good morel hunting. 

I strongly recommend that new morel 
hunters NOT eat any mushroom they 
aren’t positively sure is safe. The morels 
are wonderful eating; however, some other 
types of fungi are poisonous — some very 
poisonous. There are numerous books and 
Internet websites which identify the edible 
mushrooms. 

While there are many types of mush¬ 
rooms, I concentrate on the morels. They 
are the ones I know best, and I feel confi¬ 
dent picking and eating them. 

When I return home after a successful 
mushroom hunt, I cut them lengthwide in two pieces . 
Rinse off any dirt and bugs, and place them in a bowl of 
salt water. I let them soak in the salty water overnight to 
kill any bugs missed in rinsing. There will be some. That’s 
part of mushroom hunting and eating. 

When I’m ready to cook them, I rinse them again. Next 
I roll them in flour, salt and pepper, and place them in a 
skillet with about a half-inch of hot canola oil. However, I 
cook up several cut up pieces of bacon in the skillet for 
flavor, before adding the oil. In my opinion, it enhances 
the flavor. 

I cook them until golden brown, then place them on 
paper towels to drain prior to serving with the rest of the 
meal. Unfortunately, I seem to sample so many, it’s tough

Did you know that azaleas 
and rhododendrons are 
essentially the same thing? 
Both are members of the 
rhododendron genus; they 
have similar blooms and 
similar cultural require¬ 
ments. Some say the pri¬ 
mary difference between the 
two is the number of pollen¬ 
bearing stamens: rhodshave 
10 or more per flower and 
azaleas have only five. 

The rhododendron genus 
is divided into five main 
groups: large-leaf rhods, 
small-leaf rhods, Vireya 
rhods, deciduous azaleas 
and evergreen azaleas. The 
latter two are our primary 
concern here. While most 
azaleas hke protection from 
winter winds and the after¬ 
noon summer sun, several 
thrive out in the open, in full 
sun and a western exposure. 
Not the dainty bush you 
thought you knew. 

For areas with full sun you 
can plant the deciduous 
native azalea — rhododen¬ 
dron calendulaceum — also 
known as the flame azalea 
because of the orange blos¬ 
soms. There is a yellow vari¬ 
ant but it is a little more dif¬ 
ficult to find. Several 
Exbury azalea hybrids thrive 
in full-sun as well, including 
“Gibraltar” and “Klondyke.” 
Both are deciduous, reach¬ 
ing about 5 feet in spread 
and height. “Gibraltar” has 
crimson-orange buds that 
open to orange flowers and 
“Klondyke” has red buds 
that open to orange-gold 
blossoms. 

Evergreen azaleas are 
often used as foundation 
plants around homes. When 
evergreen types are planted 
in full sun they maintain bet¬ 
ter fall and winter fohage 
color, therefore they are 
desirable for front land¬ 
scapes. Some evergreen 
azaleas that tolerate or prefer 
full sun include the pink 
flowering “Coral Bells” 
which reach about 5 feet in 
spread and height; and the 
semi-dwarf, pink-tinge, yel¬ 
low flowering “Mary 
Eleming” that only reaches 
about 30 inches in height. If 
you have an eastern expo¬ 
sure most azaleas will per¬ 
form very well in your front 
landscapes, just watch the 
soil pH because concrete 
foundations leech lime 
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which will lower the acidity 
of the soil.

between 5 and 6. Rich, well- 
drained soil is ideal, of 
course, with adequate mois¬ 
ture. Azaleas are shallow 
rooted so avoid cultivating 
around the plant and keep 
the soil moist. A 1 to 2 inch 
layer of pine straw mulch 
will help keep weeds down 
and moderate the soil mois¬ 
ture and temperature. As the 
pine straw decomposes it 
will add to the acidity of the 
soil to a small degree. 

The attractive, natural 
shape of azaleas means that 
very little pruning is needed. 
If you need to prune to con¬ 


tain the size or to thin the 
shrub, do so right after the 
shrub finishes blooming in 
late spring. Next year’s 
blooms will develop 
throughout the summer. 
Dead-heading is another 
good practice to help main¬ 
tain azaleas. Remove spent 
blossoms so that the plant’s 
energy is not expended pro¬ 
ducing seeds. You can also 
pinch out the tips of new 
growth to encourage bushier 
growth. Eeed your azaleas 
right after they finish bloom¬

They also learn how to 
choose more nutritious 
foods. 

Social skills are also 
improved at family meal¬ 


time. Kids learn language 
development, table manners 
and conversational skills. It 
has also been shown that 
regular family mealtime 
leads to greater academic 
achievement, improved 
reading skills and test 
scores. 

Family mealtime does not 
have to be comphcated or 
expensive. With today’s 
busy schedules, it isn’t 
always possible to have 
everyone present for a fami¬ 
ly meal.

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Tips to find out if you are a distracted driver

Driving is an everyday 
event for most people. 
Whether we are going to 
work or school, the grocery 
store, or just to visit a frienff 
we usually get in our vehicles 
without giving a second 
thought to the possibility that 
our actions may cause us to 
become distracted drivers. 

Distracted driving occurs 
any time you take your eyes 
off the road, your hands off 
the wheel, or your mind off 
the task of driving safely. 

The following are just a 
few types of driving distrac¬ 
tions: 

• Texting 

• Using a cell phone or 
smartphone 

• Eating and drinking 

• Talking with passengers 

• Grooming (putting on 
makeup, fixing hair, etc.) 

• Reading, including maps 

• Using a navigation 
system 

• Watching a video 

• Adjusting a radio, CD 
player, or MP3 player 

With today’s busy 
schedules and many responsi¬ 


bilities we can feel pressured 
to multi-task, even while 
driving. But this can have 
devastating consequences. 

According to the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Ad¬ 
ministration (NHTSA), “In 
2009, 5,474 people were 
killed in crashes involving 
driver distraction, and an esti¬ 
mated 448,000 were injured. 
Among those killed or in¬ 
jured in these crashes, nearly 
1,000 deaths and 24,000 in¬ 
juries included cell phone use 
as the major distraction.” 

The following facts from 
the NHTSA demonstrate just 
how dangerous using a cell 
phone or texting while 
driving can be: 

• Talking on a cell phone 
— even if it’s hands-free — 
saps the brain of 39 percent 
of the energy it would ordi¬ 
narily devote to safe driving 

• Using a cell phone while 
driving delays your reaction 
time as much as having a 
blood alcohol concentration 
of .08, the legal limit for 
drunk driving. 

• Drivers who use a hand¬ 
held device are 4 times more 
likely to get into a crash se¬ 
rious enough to cause injury 

• Texting drivers are 23

• Younger, inexperienced 
drivers under age 20 may be 
at highest risk because they 
have the highest proportion of 
distraction-related fatal 
crashes. 

In 2010, Kentucky law 
banned texting by all drivers 
while a vehicle is in motion. 
The law also banned the use 
of all personal communica¬ 
tions devices by drivers under 
age 18.

lated for acid-loving plants. 

If you choose the right 
azalea for your environment 
and provide proper care it 
should be long-lived. 
Typically, azaleas are reh- 
able bloomers but if you see 
signs of decline check on a 
couple of things in order to 
make an accurate diagnosis. 
Understand that the pH of 
the soil needs to be between 
5 and 6 for optimum health; 
yellowing of foliage and 
scant blooms is an indication 
otherwise. Powdery mildew 
is common on azaleas

grown in heavy shade. Keep 
an eye out during periods of 
rain and treat with a botani¬ 
cal fungicide such as Neem 
before the mildew spreads. 

Azalea lace bugs can also 
stress the plants out. These 
small pests feed on the 
underside of the leaves leav¬ 
ing a speckled effect behind; 
leaf-miners leave httle trail- 
ings on the fohage; and spi¬ 
der mites cause the yellow¬ 
ing of leaves as they suck the 
plant juices. These insect 
pests reduce the vigor of the 
plant and mar the appear¬ 
ance of the foliage. Neem oil 
will also work on these pests 
as will any hght summer 
horticultural oil.

‘Mirror, Mirror’ 

This faiiy tale is hugely off the wall 



I don’t have to tell you the 
story of Snow White. Just let 
me tell you that this is the 
first of two films re-telling 
this fairy tale, each with its 
own peculiar twists. These 
are not exactly “Fractured 
Fairy Tales” but their satire 
and irony come close. 
“Mirror, Mirror” stars Julia 
Roberts as a bipolar queen 
who is often funny in odd 
ways but sinister in others. 
In this often funny Snow 
White legend, forget the 
classic Disney version 
because no one sings, the 
dwarfs are highwaymen and 
have different names, and 
the Prince is awkward. 

The evil Queen ruthlessly 
rules her captured kingdom 
after the mysterious death of 
her husband. Snow White’s 
(Lily Collins) father. 
Jealousy, romance and 
betrayal fill the story as 
seven courageous rebel 
dwarfs join forces with 
Snow White as she fights to 
reclaim her birthright. 
Meanwhile, Prince Alcott

(Armie Hammer) often is 
presented to the Queen’s 
court without his shirt. This 
seems to excite the older 
woman and puts a block 
between Alcott and Snow. 
What a dilemma! Adding 
humor to the proceedings is 
Nathan Lane as the hapless 
and bunghng servant to the 
Queen. 

We know the classic end¬ 
ing to this tale, but “Mirror, 
Mirror” does have a beast 
who puts a scare into the for¬ 
est residents. There are the 
promised twists, and even 
the bit with the poisoned 
apple. Roberts is fine, but 
her wickedness is very low 
key. There is hardly a shout 
as she condemns Snow to 


death more than once. Just 
when things get down and 
dirty, someone turns on the 
nicey, nicey button. That’s 
what a PG rating will do. 
But is this a movie for kids? 
Go. Have a good time. Don’t 
expect to be thrilled. 

Family Rating: PG for 
some fantasy action and mild 
rude humor. Nothing really to 
offend parents. Also featuring

Bernheim announces visiting artist Patrick Dougherty 


Dougherty to Create 
Large-Scale 
Installation April 9-26 

International artist Patrick 
Dougherty comes to 
Bernheim Arboretum and Re¬ 
search Forest April 9-26 to 
create a monumental willow 
sculpture on the grounds ad¬ 
jacent to the Visitor Center. 
The natural, whimsical piece 
will last anywhere from two 
to four years and then return 
to the earth. 

Dr. Mark K. Wourms, Ex¬ 
ecutive Director of Bernheim, 
is delighted that Bernheim is 
bringing the artist to the 
region. He said, “Patrick 
Dougherty works wonders 
with willow sticks. He 
amazes the viewer with both 
the large scale and his in¬ 
tricate work, using the natural 
skills of a bird weaving a 
nest. He incorporates willows 
like the lines of a sketch artist 
and has the sense of structure 
of a modern architect. His 
work at Bernheim will help 
us demonstrate the impor¬ 
tance of art and beauty.” 

The artist, a resident of 
North Carolina, roamed the 
woods as a child. As an adult, 
he combined his carpentry 
skills with his love of nature. 
Around 1980 he began to ex¬ 
periment with small works 
fashioned in his backyard, 
and quickly moved to large- 
scale, site-specific 

installations that require 
sticks by the truckload. 

Of his creative process, 
Dougherty said, “I pull one 
stick through another and 
build a haphazard matrix to 
create the rough shape of the 
sculpture. Next comes the 
drawing phases, in which I 
image a pile of sticks as a 


bundle of lines with which to 
sketch the surface texture... In 
addition, I have learned to 
amass the smaller ends of 
sticks in one direction. This 
technique gives the im¬ 
pression that the surface is 
moving. The final step is ‘fix 
up,’ a cosmetic treatment in 
which I erase certain mistakes 
by covering them with very 
small twigs.” 

Dougherty will rely upon 
volunteers to help construct 
the piece, including art stu¬ 
dents, Bernheim volunteers 
and staff, community groups 
and individuals with no prior 
experience who want to be a 
part of this opportunity. What 
the completed work will look 
like is unknown at this point. 
Whether a geometric ab¬ 
straction, a group of faces or 
a building-like form, visitors 
will be intrigued to interact 
with the piece. 

Visitors are invited to 
watch the progress from start 
to finish. Bernheim is of¬ 
fering scheduled talks with 
Visual Art Coordinator 
Martha Slaughter, who will 
discuss the artist and his 
work. The calendar for these 
free, public talks is listed 
below. School groups and 
other group visits can be 
arranged. 

Dougherty has created 
more than 200 installations 
around the globe. He will 
arrive at Bernheim after com¬ 
pleting an installation in 
France.

mental resource concerns, 
such as manure, forage and 
livestock management con¬ 
cerns. With technical assis¬ 
tance from Natural 
Resource Conservation 
Service and the Nelson 
County Conservation 
District, his first practice 
was completed in June, 
2006. His contract was suc¬ 
cessfully completed in April, 
2011. Followay completed 
70 acres of seeding, six pipe 
and tank systems, three 
ponds, approximately 9,500 
feet of permanent fence and 
3,250 feet of temporary 
fence. 

In 2009, with technical 
assistance from the Nelson 
County Conservation 


District, Followay complet¬ 
ed a hay, straw and com¬ 
modity storage facility, 
under the County 
Agricultural Investment 
Program, which was admin¬ 
istered by the District.
